DEPARTURE FOR NON-EMERGENCY AMERICAN EMPLOYEES 
AND FOR ANY OFFICIAL DEPENDENTS WHO CHOOSE TO 
LEAVE. THIS IS A VOLUNTARY MEASURE AND OFFERS 
THESE EMPLOYEES THE CHOICE TO DEPART OR REMAIN.
